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three years from the date of its publication in the Gazette of 

India, with the following composition and functions : — 

Composition ; 

CHAIRMAN 

(i) Minister incharge of Department of Culture or in 
the Ministry of Kducation, Social Welfare and Cul- 
ture. 

Members 

(i) Secretary /Additional Secretary, Department of Cul- 
ture; 

(ii) Not more than 5 persons possessing special know- 
ledge and experience in the field of museums and 
museology to be nominated by the Government of 
India of whom one must be a scientist; 

(iii) Director-General, Archaeological Survey of India; 

(iv) Director, National Museum, New Delhi; 

(v) A nominee of the l.alil Kala Akademi; 

fvi) Director, Salar Jung Museum, Hyderabad or if 
there is no Director, the senior most Officer in- 
chargc of museum; 

(vii) Director, National Gallery of Modern Art, New 
Delhi, or if there is no Director, the senior most 
Technical Ollicer-in-charge of the Gallery; 

(ix) Curator, Victoria, Memorial Hall, Calcutta; 

(x) Director, Prince of Wales Museum of Western 
India, Bombay; 

(xi) Director, National Defence Academy Museum, 
Khargvasla; 

C xii ) A nominee of the C.S.I.R; 

(xiii) Director/ Project Officer, National Laboratory lot 
Conservation of Cultural Property, New Delhi; 

(xiv) A representative to be nominated by each State Go- 
vernment who should normally be the Curator of 
the State Museum or some one active in the museum 
held; 

fxv) Three members of Parliament, one elected bv the 
Rajya Sabha and two. elected by the l.ok Sabha; 

(xvi) Not more than three persons to be nominated by 
the Government of India from among the staff of 
universities which maintain and administer muse- 
ums; 

Member-Secretary 

fxvii) Deputy Secretary, Department of Culture concerned 
with museums. 

Term of Office : 

(a) The term of office of the members, excluding the 
Chairman and ex-officio members and the Secretary 
of the Board, shall be three years from date of 
nominatioii or such shorter term as may be co- 
terminous \Mfh the term of the Board. The term 
of the office rif the Chairman and ex-officio mem- 
bers shall be thrde years or for so lentp-.ns they hold 
office by virtue of which they are members of the 
Board whichever is less. Secretary of the Board 
shall also hold office for a period of three years 
from the date of constitution of the Board or 
during the pleasure of the Government whichever 
is less. The term of office of a member nominated 
lo a casual vacancy shall be the same as the un- 
cxnircd portion of the term of membership of the 
original member. 

(b) The tenure of the Members of Parliament elected 
to be members of the Board shall be limited to the 
tenure of their Membership of the House which 
elected them. 

fc) Nominated members shall be eligible for re-nomi- 
nation. 

Functions : 

The Board shall advise the Government of India on mat- 
ters relating to development of museums and museology in 
the country. 


Meetings : 

The Boatd shall meet as and when considered necessary 
by the Chairman. However, there shall be at least one 
meeting in a year The date and venue of the meeting will 
be decided by lie Chairman. 

Notice of Meetings ; 

I he Secretary shall send notice of meeting together with 
the agenda, to the members at least 15 day s before the meet- 

Quorum : 

At least one third of the members shall be present to 
constitute a quorum. Where for lack of a quorum a meet- 
ing is adjourned no quorum shall apply for the adjourned 
mealing. 

Standing and Ad~hoc Committee : 

(i) The Board shall have a Standing Committee of not 
more than eight members to be nominated by the 
Chairman. 

(ii) The Standing Committee shall advise the Board 
generally on the promotion and development of 
museums and muscology in the country, consider 
all reports and items referred to it ana express its 
views on the agenda for the Board’s meetings; and 
perform such other functions as the Government of' 
the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman of the 
Committee may assign to it. 

(iii) The Standing Committee will be competent to take 
decision on behalf of the Board if it is not possible 
to call the meeting of the Board, 

(iv) The Board may appoint ad-hoc Committees for 
specific purnoscs falling within the scope of its 
functions. The Board shall have the power to 
coopt persons who are not members of the Board 
but who possess special knowledge and experience 
of the problems which any such Committees are 
required to examine. 

Dissolution and Reconstitution ; 

The Board may be dissolved or reconstituted at any time 
at the discretion of the Government of India.
